THE SENATOR FROM OHIO 


UNFOLDS A PLAN OF REPUBLICAN 


ACTION TO ILLINOIS MEN. 


Democracy South Ai-ml^ned Tor Outrapon • 


on tlio Sum-age—Tlio Policy of I'rotec- 
tlon—That Continuing Suriilus—Lincoln, 
l)oil£tiw, and I.oguu—Ckvoluml Crltl- 
clrfvd—Civil Sorvlco uiul Labor. 


SrniNGFiELD, Ilk, Juno 2.—Hon. Jolm 


Shorman, who arrived iu this city Tucsduy, 
delivered a political address in tlio capital 
building "Wednesday afternoon before a largo 
ixudioucu composed of members o( tbolcjs- 
iatm-a and citizens, Tho senator's presor^-c 
was in resiioiisu to on invitation sent him 
some time ago by tbo Republican members of 
tho logislutiiry, anil his speech was frequently 
and vigorously applauded. 


Mr. Sbcrnian's speuch began with a roviow 


of tho Uvo great pai-tics, commencing with 
lira Missouri compromise and showing the re- 
lations of the parties to the questions of war, 
onui.nciria.tion, reconstruction, suffrage, and 
finances. Ho devoted a considerable portion

of hia speech, to a consideration of the suffrage 
in tho southern states and in this connection 
said:

tional voters of at least five of the southern states 
would not liavo voted for tho Bcpublican nom-

Ho then spoke of tho frauds iu Cincinnati 


and Chicago, for the latter of which Joe 
Mnckiu is now "doinp; time" in tho II'.inoLi 
penitentiary, and asked. %vhy southern Demo- 
crats woro put in oflices of honor and proOt 
by means o£ like offenses. Eo then said this 
condition of affairs was hopefully changing, 
and regarding tho Kopublicnn policy in tho 
matter continued: 


Oao duty I think the Rcpubllcal party has not 


yet performed, aud that is that iu states whoru it 
is oscertainfd that free nnd orderly elections for 
senators nnd representatives In congress can not 
be had, congress should assort and exercise its 
unquestioned power to regulate the times, places 
and manner of holdinpr such elections. This pow- 
er is as clearly conferred upon conjjresb as the 
power to levy taxes or make war, and, In my 
judgment, the time time has arrived when it 
should bo fully nnd rigorously exercised. • • • 
Tho mission o"t the Kupubllcan party will never 
end until every legal voter can cast ono honost 
vote, and no more, and have that vote counted. 


The financial question next was taken up, 


nnd ou this subject ho said the revenues must 
bo reduced. A continuous reduction, had boon 
accomplished by tho Hopubticans since the 
xvar until tho whole revonuo was raised, 
nearly, tram articles produced in this coun- 
try, so that while tho reduction was going on 
the American workman had been protected 
from the competition ot articles manufactured 
by tho chen]) labor oi foreign countries. This, 
however, luirl not caused Americans to pay 
higher prices, because competition at home 
luul kopt prices down to a. reasonable stan- 
dard, Tim tanner had also been protected, 
and in this connection the senator spoke n 
£0od word for tho wool tariff, and advocated 
roducing the duty on sugar, ar.il as a protec- 
tion to our own sugar-growers tho payment 
to them of rt bounty out ot tho duties. Tbe 
Democrats, he said, pioposed to reduce duties 
on articles which we produce, thus bringing 
our labor into competition with foreign labor, 
and yet, with full power to take action'on thin 
mutter, they could not agree on a measure, 
while the surplus went on increasing. 


He then denounced tho "pocket" veto of the 


rfvor and harbor bill and said tho Democrats 
had only proposed in congress one financial 
measure and that wus to rethico the surplus.

Th;s can only bo done by tlio law 
of supply and demand. American labored 
uo not desire sueli legislatior.. Tlioy only 
want the free and ready means of contesting 
with capital for a fair division of tlio results 
of production. Wo havo r.o room in this 
country for Anarchists, Communists, or So- 
cialists—the worst productions of despotic 
governments." 


Referring to the appointment of ox-Con- 


federates to ollico thu speaker saiil this bail 
gone so far that in foreign countries it was n 
mooted question as to which principle bod 
conquered during the war, and ho added: 
"The president has not been free from I'uuH 
in this respect,. In his recent letter to the 
connnitteo inviting bim to attend tho unveil- 
ing of tho Calhoun monument ho says he 'be- 
lieves it would bo well if all Calliouu thought, 
and all ho beliovotl, and all his aspirations 
wore bettor known and understood.' AVhat 
would Andrew Jackson havo said to such 0 
sentiment as this if utterod in his presence in

eloquent description of tbo objects of tins He-
